NOTE: Based on incoming letter from the Department, same caption, 
dated 8/22/72. This matter concerns persistent requests by Iloch for 
access to FBI files. The Department has indicated a willingness to 
give some information to lfoch from our investigative files. However, 
we have resisted and the Acting Director lias, as recently as August 16, 
1972. indicated "I do not want to release and ] will want to discuss with 
the Attorney General.” The present approach being proposed i>*. the 
Department avoids releasing any information to Iloch at this time, 
therefore, contact with the Attorney General will not be necessary. 

We will continue to resist vigorously all efforts to obtain unauthorized 
access to our investigative files. Tiie reference in the present letter 
to the case concerning Emory L. Prcwn, Jr. , appears in Bufile 
62-113452-7, The order was granted June 8. 1971.
